nate mishap. Ex-Governor Johnson be- 
gan his speech before the noon adjourn- 
ment on the second day and concluded 
after dinner. 


Old men who remember that,speech 


say that it was a powerful argument, 
and the impression gained ground that 
after the noon recess the speaker wonld 
demolish his opponents with a few 
sledge hammer blows. 


But the overconfident friends of the 


minority report were doomed to disap- 
pointment. Johnson felt the strain of 
the morning session so ranch that he 
was unable to eat anything, and he took 


glass of wine upon an empty stomach 


;o strengthen himself. This was a fatal 
mistake. That one glass of wine per- 
haps changed the destiny of the nation! 


The great orator resumed his speech, 


but the wine had nauseated him. He 
was hazy, verbose and unintelligible at 
imes. His style and argument lacked 
rigor, consistency and positiveness. His 
riends looked at one another in despair. 
The men on the other side were ezult- 
int It was evident that the speaker 
lad damaged his own causa 


Then Howell Oobb and Henry R. 


Tacksou followed each other for the ma- 
ority report 
They spoke with an air 


>f expectant triumph and captured the 
ouvention. 


The majority report was adopted. It 


s unnecessary to follow the history of 
he next few weeks. The national De- 
mocracy was completely disrupted and 
put two tickets in the field. Lincoln 
was elected and the country was plnng- 
d into a civil war. Had Johnson snc- 
teeded in inducing the Georgia conven- 
ion to adopt his conservative ideas, it 
s safe to say that other southern states 
would have fallen into line with our 
common wealth, and the national Demo- 
ratio 
party would have remained 


uited. 
This is the etory of what a little glass 


It ruined a great party, 
ansed a disastrous war, and besides the 
oss of life cost the south over f 4,000,-

The advocates of the gold standard 


harp indigently upon the wisdom of 
oar abandoning a financial system 
which has been adopted by what they 
call the "advanced nations." We know 
of no more advanced nation than the 
United States. It is childish to argne 
the monetaty question from a lenti- 
mental stand point, for there'is no 
•entiment about it. It ie a cold blooded 
business proposition, and it is the 
acme of absurdity for the United 
States to remain in accord with other 
uatj^ns to its own injury. There is 
no sentiment in the minds of the Roth- 
childi and men of that claes.iu dealing 
with this qaeition. If they thought it 
would be to their ad vantago tbey would 
•wing bodily over to a silver standard 
•s tbey now bold oat for a gold stand- 
ard. Money, whether gold, silver or 
paper, is a medium of exchange, and a 
medium for tbe payment of debts. 
That money is the best, for tbe United 
States which will do oar business the 
beet and bring the greatest amount of 
prosperity to the greatest number of 
oar people. 


There is jast one remedy, and only 


one, that IB broad and comprehensive 
enough to bring anything like a full 
measure of relief. That is the com- 
plete restoration of silver by 
the 


United States. In no possible way can 
it injure as in oar relation* with Eu- 
rope, bat it will deprive silver using 
nations of tbe advantage they now 
have from the'differenoe in exchange. 
It will prevent England from buying 
oar silver at half of its commodious 
value and tben purchasing goods with 
it in silver countries, thus ultimately 
furnishing a market for nearly ail of 
our products to tbe great benefit of the 
creditor classes.
